Resolution offered by W. Freeland Kendrick, fae Potentate: 
1 hereby offer the following resolution: 


That a resohition be adopted, authorizing the: ‘establishment “of a hospital for 
crippled children, to be supported by the Nobility of the Mystic Shrine of North - 
America, on an annual per capita basis, and to be known as the Shriners’ Hospital 
for Crippled- Children. I, furthermore, recommend that an. assessment of $2.00 
per capita be levied upon our entire membership, to be collected by the various 
subordinate Temples with the dues, payable in advance in December, 1920, and 
the amounts to be paid to the Imperial Recorder not later than February 21,1921. 
I-further recommend that*a committee of-seven be appointed by the incoming 
Imperial Potentate to select-a site and'secure plans and specifications, and-arrange 
for immediate action in-regard to the details in connection with the establishment 
of such a hospital.

I further recommend that additional assessments be ‘levied pel as may 
be required for the support of said institution.

You know it does. That action takes away the mystery from the Mystic Shrine, and poveals to all the world its great heart, 
throbbing with a desire to make the world a little happier. 

There-is not any doubt about the home. It will be built, but it will take a little time. The plan must be decided upon in 
detail, the location must be selected, the money must be gathered from all sections of the’ earth to which the Nobility is scattered.

'-that has no equal nor any counterpart in all the world — one that makes for better humanity. 

There is no backing away from the proposition now, even if there exists a Shriner who would for one moment entertain such 
an idea. We-have.crossed the: Rubicon. We are committed... - 

The Imperial Council has placed an assessment of TWO DOLLARS on you and every other Shriner in the world. This is 
to be collected by the Recorders of the Temples in the same manner as dues, and will be billed on the statement which will be 


mailed: you in November, and is to be paid before February, 1921. - This, being an assessment, applies to life members as well ; 


as others.

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The Imperial Council Says So 


One of the many things taken up at Portland in June last was this: 


RTICLE XI, SECTION 6. No Temple shall carry a member on its books who is more than two years in arrears in 
A dues, without taking action thereon. 

This is new: legislation. . Heretofore Temples could carry members as long as they cared to, depending ‘on their own 
by-laws and the leniency of their finance committees, etc. Henceforth the members must pay their dues, have them remitted, or 
be suspended for nonpayment after two years. 

Itis presumed to be more kind to the Noble to suspend him when he owes ten dollars than to carry him unil he owes probably 


twenty-five, and then-has: to dig down in his sock for that amount before he can secure the current year’s card, whereas, if he had ~ 


-been suspendéd after-two years ‘he could be‘freinstated upon the payment of the ten dollars, no dues coull ‘accumulate against 


him during the time he was under suspension and had no benefits of ‘membership, and it would be much easier for him to stage - 


a “comeback.” x
